Response to Arguments 

1 . In light of the significant amendments to the claims, a new restriction requirement 
is found to be necessary, it follows below. The restriction requirement dated 3-3-2006 is 
hereby withdrawn. 

2. With regard to the remarks filed 12-30-2005, responding to them is moot while 
pending an election.

OTDR.
